The  commons  building  and  the 
library  will  be  the  largest  build- 
ings of  the  new  foursome,  wdth 
floor  space  near  200,000  square 
feet.  The  recently  completed 
Smith  Family  Living  Center  has 
204,000  square  feet. 

The  physical  education  build- 
ing and  administration  building 
will  boast  near  100,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space.

Pressing  Need 

From  a faculty  standpoint,  ac- 
cording to  Lewis,  the  adminis- 
tration building  will  relieve  one 
of  BYU’s  most  pressing  needs. 
It  will  be  locat^  northeast  of 
the  present  student  parking  lot, 
just  east  of  Cougar  Stadium. 

Cost  of  the  four  new  build- 
ings is  estimated  conservatively 
at  $14  million.  Work  on  all 
buildings  is  scheduled  to  be  un- 
derway by  spring  of  1959.

Craig  Christensen,  Lehi,  cap- 
tured the  BYU’s  lone  first  place 
trophy  for  his  participation  in 
Junior  Men’s  Extemporaneous 
Speaking. 

In  other  Junior  Varsity  events 
Tom  Read,  Spokane,  Wash,  re- 
ceived second  in  Impromptu; 
while  Ron  Walker,  Bakersfield, 
Calif.,  advanced  to  the  finals  in 
Interp'and  Impromptu. 

Each  of  these  events  attracted 
nearly  one  hundred  competitors. 

In  Senior  Varsity  competition 
the  team  of  Alice  Schindler  and 
Lenet  Hadley  captured  third 
place  thophies  for  Senior  Wo- 
men’s Debate. 

Keith  Rooker,  Modesto,  Calif., 
and  Tom  Read  placed  second 


and  third  respectively  in  Senior

In  addition  to  individual 
awards,  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity was  the  recipient  of  a 
sweepstakes  awiard  for  Junior 
Varsity  competition.  The  special 
recognition  was  given  to  only 
four  schools  in  the  junior  divis- 
ion of  the  meet. 

Tlie  Western  Speech  meet,
